An Eventful Life. 

Everybody in Melbourne knows “tha 
blind speculator” — Mr Augustus Keith — 
who for so many years has been a familiar 
figure in Collins street, as 1 ha walked to 
and fro, leaning on tha arm of a com- 
panion and guide. Few, however, ' know 
the full measure of his strange eventful 
! history, which he thus narrates : — “ I 
ought to give you some account of what I 
have been doing since my arrival in this 
colony. While I was in New Zealand in 
1842, by the explosion of a gun I lost my 
sight and the use of my right hand. Par- 
tially recovering, I returned to England 
in IS 13; and the following year, while 
under medical treatment, I totally lost my 
sight, and havo never recovers 1 it, Yet 
in 1853 I came out to Melbourne, since 
which time iny speculations were as fol- 
lows : — First : I brought out with me a 
moveable hotel, furniture, it o., intending 
to erect it on the diggings, but I after- 
wards erected it as a goods store in Collins;- 
street west. Second : — J built the Parade 
Hotel, Wellington-parade, opposite the 
I Survey Paddock, Richmond, when the 
whole of East Melbourne was bush land. 
Third : I purchased tho ‘ Melbourne 

Packet, 1 a sailing vessel of 200 tons bur- 
den, for .£2,500. to trade with the adjoin- 
ing colonies. Fourth : I built the Sand- 
hurst Hotel, llendigo, which was at the 
time the second hotel building — Dr Tier- 
ney's, afterwards Mr Harney's, was the 
only other hotel then in course of erection, 
paying carriage for goods .£100 per ton. 
Fifth : I advanced money to build the 
Criterion Theatre, .Sandhurst, which after- 
i wards fell into my hands, and was called 
] the Hayinarket. Sixth: I took up from 
i tin; Government, and purchased from pri- 
vate owners, 500 acres of land at Huntley, 

| near Sandhurst ; formed the township of 
Huntley, and as a great portion of the land 
was auriferous, sold several claims to 
miners, and afterwards subdivided the re- 
mainder into small suburban allotments. 
Seventh : I assisted Mr Emmett in tho 
formation of the Bendigo Waterworks 
Company, by finding the cash — upwards 
j of £750 — for Dir Emmett’s expenses while 
getting tip the Company. I was after- 
wards one of the largest shareholders, pur- 
chasing shares at £18 premium. Eighth : 
1 formed the first mining company under 
the first Limited Liability Act, in small 
shares, viz , the Catherine Beef Quartz 
Mining Company, which caused the first 
rush of mining companies at Bendigo ; and 
was subsequently interested in many other 
companies. Ninth : I rented and after- 
wards purchased, premises and brewing 
plant, and carried on the business of brew- 
ing at Sandhurst, I rented Mr Harney’s 
irrigation farm, with steam plant, on the 
Gampaxpe, the rent of which was £250 
per annum. I rented afterwards another 
farm of 300 acres on the same river, where 
I erected all the machinery, plant, &c., for 
extensive irrigation, and at the same time 
1 rented a vineyard and orchard on the 
i Bendigo Creek. Eleventh : I rented the 
i mallliousc on the Yavra, Richmond, and 
carried on the business of malting. 
Twelfth: I projected the A grirultural and 
Pastoral Association ; and obtained runs 
having sixty miles frontage to the Puroo 
i River, embracing one million four hundred 
I acres of land leased from the Sydney Go- 
I vernment, with 33,000 head of cattle. I 
i also obtained the use of two other runs in 
Queensland, having purchased 10,000 
sheep ami 8,000 head of cattle. Thir- 
teenth : I joined a company to search fur 
coal at Western Port, where we sank se- 
veral shifts and bored to the depth of 300 
feet. Fourteenth : I joined others in col- 
lecting Blackwood timber, for the purpose 
■of making furniture, und staves for casks. 

| Fifteenth : I projected the present l’oly- 
Jnesiau Company, and suggested the same 
, to Messrs F. Cook, C. Vanda m, and W. 

J H. C. Brewer, and gave them a written 
j sketch of a treaty to he obtained from 
King Thakomhau, by which they obtained 
two hundred thousand acres of laud and 
certain priviliges. all of which the company 
obtained by their first treaty with tho 
king. Sixteenth : I went to Queensland, 
j chartered a small vessel, and made two 
! trips to obtain pearls and pearl shells. I 
j have spent thousands in mining — both 
) in quartz and alluvial workings for gold. 
’Three times have I prospected with others 
tor copper ; and had several interests in 
1 the gold and tin mines at Beechworth, &e. 
j Lastiv, I am unfortunately an inmate of 
the Melbourne Benevolent Asylum.” 



It would appear, from Auckland telegrams, 
, that the discovery of gold in the Tanranga 
J district, is likely to result in an extensive 
■gold-field being opened up there.

While the conveyance was traversing this 
dangerous part of the road, which is barely 
wide enough to allow of the passage of a single 
vehicle, one of the horses shied, and tho 
coach was immediately overturned. Mr 
j Henry, being 011 the off-side (nearest the 
i river), was thrown down the declivity, and 
j quickly found himself struggling in the river 
j below. Fortunately, however, lie was carried 
i inshore hy an eddy, and regained a footing 
j on f o nt '/irun. The coach was still hanging 
■ on the verge of the declivity, and Mr Henry 
j called out to Mr Barlow to hold on to the 
j horses. It would appear that Mr Barlow 
I was unable to do this, for Mr Henry had 
j 11 st time enough to plant himself under a 
I rock near the water's edge, when tho coach

] aud over Ins head into the river. Hearing 
one of the animals snorting in the water, Mr

THE WEATHER. 



The heaviest fall of snow that has taken 
place for a considerable period in Cioinwell 
occurred on the morning of Friday last. 
When the town awoke it was to find that 
some six inches of snow lay on the ground. 
There was no fall after daylight, and we 
are told that it did uot begin until at least 
three o’clock a.m. ; so that, while it lasted, 
the fall must have been very heavy. During 
the whole of Friday morning, many of the 
townspeople carried on the “good old 
sport” of snowballing ; those who affect 
“ belltoppers” found it convenient to leave 
them at home, and wear some “ lower” co- 
vering for a time ; and to make one’s way 
up the street as far as the Fost oflice re- 
quired a considerable deal of wary naviga- 
tion. In the afternoon, the sun came 
out, but had strength enough to melt only 
a very little of the snow. A very hard 
frost succeeded on Friday night, which had 
the effect of freezing over the dams and 
water-races throughout the district. The

Charge op Stealing Money. — Martin TTal- 
lorau was then placed in the dock on a charge of 
stealing two £1 notes from a till in the bar of the 
Cromwell Hotel on Sunday, the 16tb, Prisoner 
pleaded not guilty. The evidence of Sergeant 
C issels and Constable Walsh proved that the ac- 
cused had been locked up on Saturday night for 
drunkenness, and admitted to bail on Sunday 
morning ; and that he was again arrested for 
drunkenness on Sunday. On the first occasion, 
the sum of £1 3s. Gd. was found in his posses- 
sion. and on the second he had £3 3<. 6d. The 
evidence of Mrs Kidd and Miss K. Sparks went 
to show that the accused was in the bar of the 
Cromwell Hotel on Sunday, and asked to be 
served with a hot drink. Mrs Kidd had deposi- 
ted £2 in notes, along with some silver, in the 
till during the day, and the notes were after- 
wards missed.

Tiie Cromwell Co. have only just enough 
water for the ten stampers ; but the low si- 
tuation of the mill may, even should the fro; t 
j hold, enable them to prosecute crushing opj 
rations for some time to come. 

The Aurora trilmtcrs washed up a crushing 
of between sixty and seventy tons ; the yield 
was seventeen ounces. This is not so good 
as was expected, but is sullicienl.ly encourag- 
ing to induce them to keep oil. I imagine a 
good deal of gold must have been lost, as the 
copper plates are exposed to the weather dur- 
ing the frost, and have been rather severely 
treated with acids, rendering them practi, ally 
useless for gold-saving purposes.
